SAINTS CARRY 


SAINTS made it four wins from 
four in pre-season as they won 
the south coast derby with 
Bournemouth 1-0 last night. 

A first half glancing header from 
Lloyd Isgrove proved to be the dif¬ 
ference between the teams in a 
game of few chances. 

Ronald Koeman was able to give a 
first game on English soil to sum¬ 
mer signing Dusan Tadic while 
Graziano Pelle also played. 

Saints looked comfortable in pos¬ 
session and bagged yet another vic¬ 
tory as they head into two final 
friendlies against Brighton next 
Thursday and Bayer Leverkusen 
on August 9 before kicking off their 
Premier League campaign against 
Liverpool at Anfield. 

It was a fairly subdued start to the 
game with Saints content to knock 
the ball around at will and domi¬ 
nate possession in the late evening 
sunshine. 

They created the first chance on 
seven minutes as James Ward- 
Prowse whipped in a fizzing 
inswinging right footed corner at 
head height. 

Maya Yoshida made the run to 
the near post, losing his marker in 
the process, but failed to make any 
connection from a good position. 

Gaston Ramirez tried his luck on 
13 minutes, cutting in from the 
right wing and unleashing a curl¬ 
ing left footed shot that dipped but 
just over the bar. 

Eventually Saints’ pressure paid 
off as they took the lead on 20 min¬ 
utes. 

Nathaniel Clyne was played in 
down the right and wasted no time 
in whipping in a curling right foot¬ 
ed cross. 

Intelligent 

Isgrove made an intelligent dart¬ 
ing run in front of a static 
Bournemouth defender and pro¬ 
duced a deft touch from a diving 
header from ten yards out to flick it 
into the bottom corner. 

Saints could, and maybe should, 
have doubled their lead just three 
minutes later. 

Steven Davis produced a neat 
reverse pass on the edge of the area 
that perfectly picked out Graziano 
Pelle in prime position. 

He was one-on-one with Benji 
Buchel but could only fire his shot 
into the onrushing keeper. 

Cherries had penalty appeals 
turned down as Callum Wilson’s 
attempted cut back was blocked in 
the area by Ward-Prowse but it was 
adjudged to have hit his chest. 

Ward-Prowse was in action at the 
other end moments later and 
almost embarrassed Buchel. 

The Cherries keeper looked to 
have the Saints midfielder’s driven 


low 25 yard shot easily covered as 
he dived down to his right to 
smother it but it spilled out and 
threatened to squirm over the line 
before he recovered it. 

Artur Boruc had his first mean¬ 
ingful action of the half on 40 min¬ 
utes as he was forced into a double 
save. 

Firstly he had to back peddle 
quickly to dive full length to his 
right and punch clear Josh 
McQuoid’s cross which took a 
wicked deflection and was looping 
into the far corner. 


Cherries recovered the ball and 
Charlie Daniels fired in a fizzing 
shot from the edge of the area that 
the Saints keeper pushed wide. 

Those proved to be the last 
chances of a half that Saints had 
dominated. 

It was not a game of too many 
chances but Saints were good value 
for their lead at the break. 

Saints made one switch at the 
break with Jack Cork coming on 
for Ramirez, who had got a first 45 
minutes of pre-season under his 
belt. 


Cherries also made a substitution 
and the man they brought on, Matt 
Ritchie, threatened with a shot 
from distance but it was sliced just 
wide. 

Saints made a triple change on 61 
minutes with Jos Hooiveld, Sam 
McQueen and Harrison Reed com¬ 
ing on for Maya Yoshida, Dusan 
Tadic, who had had a quiet game, 
and Steven Davis. 

The game was in a bit of a lull in 
the second half with both sides 
somewhat cancelling each other 
out, especially considering the 
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Real Madrid 
v Barca - 
the strikers 

THE arrival of James Rodriguez at 
Real Madrid this week means the 
European champions can boast a 
front three that is unparalleled at 
nearly every other club in the 
world. 

Arguably, the only combination 
which comes close to the 
Cristiano Ronaldo-Gareth Bale- 
Rodriguez attacking force is the 
one put together by their bitter 
rivals Barcelona, who have added 
Luis Suarez this summer alongside 
Lionel Messi and Neymar. 

Here, the Sports Pink assesses 
the credentials of both forward 
lines.

The obvious disadvantage in this is 
that Barcelona did not buy Messi, so 
his true worth on the transfer market 
is unknown. Given his status, though, 
it would be a fair to assume that he 
would be the first footballer in history 
to break the £1 OOmillion barrier. 

VERDICT: Even assuming Messi 
would sell for a nine-figure sum, Real 
Madrid would still just edge it.

McQueen tried to make some¬ 
thing happen as he cut in from the 
right and let fly with a left footed 
shot that took a slight deflection 
and flew over the bar. 

Stephens showed good composure 
for Saints as a dangerous right 
wing cross threatened to cause 
problems. 

Stephens was facing his own goal 
on the edge of the six yard box but 
managed to calmly take one touch 
to bring it under control and a sec¬ 
ond to get rid of it and preserve 
Saints’ lead. 

Cherries so nearly bagged an 
equaliser with two minutes 
remaining as Ian Harte’s inswing¬ 
ing free kick was turned home by a 
glancing header from Pitman but 
the linesman’s flag was raised for 
offside and it was duly ruled out. 

The fourth official held up the 
board to show there would be four 
added minutes for Saints to see out 
to keep their winning start to pre¬ 
season going. 

Ritchie tried to end it by finding 
the far corner but put it wide before 
Buchel was in action to stop an own 
goal after Arter guided Clyne’s 
cross towards his own net. 

When the final whistle went 
though it was another pre-season 
win for Koeman’s men and further 
Saints bragging rights on the south 
coast.

To be brutally honest, it was pret¬ 
ty dull. 

Saints did get a decent position for 
an inswinging free kick from the 
left but Isgrove fired it over every¬ 
body and it went harmlessly 
behind. 

Eddie Howe decided to make six 
changes at once on 71 minutes as 
Simon Francis, Harry Arter, Brett 
Pitman, Junior Stanislas, Ian Harte 
and ex-AFC Totton loanee Baily 
Cargill replaced Adam Smith, 


McQuoid, Yann Kermorgant Steve 
Cook, Marc Pugh and Daniels. 

Cork picked up a misplaced 
Bournemouth pass as the new men 
settled in and broke forward but 
sliced his shot well wide of the tar¬ 
get. 

Koeman made three further sub¬ 
stitutions on 76 minutes as he 
brought on Sam Gallagher, Jack 
Stephens and Emmanuel Mayuka 
for Pelle, Ward-Prowse and 
Isgrove. 

That meant Gallagher leading the 
line with Mayuka out wide on the 


left and McQueen on the right. 

Unsurprisingly the further 
changes did little to lift the tempo of 
the game. 

It was very flat and, without stat¬ 
ing the obvious, very pre-season. 

With ten minutes remaining the 
second half was still awaiting a first 
proper chance from either side. 

Yet another double change from 
Cherries added to the increasing 
sense of frustration as Ben 
Whitfield and Sam Matthews came 
on for Dan Gosling and Eunan 
O’Kane.

Golden Boot. 

With Bale's goals increasing every 
season, though, do not be surprised if 
Madrid's strikers start outscoring their 
Catalan counterparts in a couple of 
seasons.

That Madrid just had more assists 
from their front three compared to 
Barca's may be the crucial difference 
between the sides.

RICKIE Lambert hopes he is the 
missing link which will get 
Liverpool over the line in the 
Barclays Premier League title. 

The Reds came agonisingly close to 
ending their 24-year quest to win the 
championship last season with their 
challenge faltering in the final week as 
Manchester City swept past to take top 
spot. 

While Golden Boot winner Luis 
Suarez and Daniel Sturridge provided 
the goals which sustained their chal¬ 
lenge Liverpool were left desperately 
looking for an alternative option in a 
key match at home to fellow chal¬ 
lengers Chelsea. 

Jose Mourinho’s side frustrated 
their hosts for long periods and 
could not be broken down in a 
pivotal 2-0 defeat which not 
only ended an 11-game win¬ 
ning streak but also dented 
confidence. 

The visitors' massed ranks 
of defence kept out the trick¬ 
ery and speed of Suarez and 
Sturridge and left manager 
Brendan Rodgers crying out 
for a different option. 

Former Saints talisman 
Lambert's surprise return 
to the club he left as a 
trainee at least provides 
the Reds boss with some¬ 
thing different and the 
England international is 
keen to contribute. 

“To be honest, I wasn’t 
expecting a chance at 
Liverpool but I have got 
it,” said Lambert. 

“Now that I've got it I 
will do everything to not 
let it go and I am more 
than confident that I will 
take the chance and I 
will be able to improve 
my game again. 

“I am mentally pre¬ 
pared for almost any¬ 
thing. I've experienced 
a lot of ups and downs 
and I believe I am at a 
time in my life when 
anything happens I 
can get the most out of 
it. 

“I know what mat¬ 
ters is what I do on the 
pitch and the minutes 
I play (and my job is) 
to help push the club 
forward. 

“Whatever role 
Brendan has for me I 
just hope I can help 
them push on and 
hopefully clinch the 
title. 

“I can't wait to get 


started. I want to hit the ground run¬ 
ning, I want to start well and I believe I 
will.” 

A quirk of the fixture computer sees 
Lambert’s former club Saints up first 
at Anfield on the opening weekend of 
the season. 

When he left St Mary’s in June - with 
the best wishes of the management 
who realised they could not deny him 
a return to his boyhood club - the 
striker wrote an open letter to fans 
thanking them for their support. 
He also stressed how impor¬ 
tant Saints, for whom he 
scored 117 goals in 235 appear¬ 
ances, including 28 goals in 75 
Premier League matches, 
had been to his career. 

“When I grew up there 
was only one club I loved,” 
he added. 

“I can honestly say now I 
have two clubs which will 
always be in my 
heart and that is 
thanks to the Saints 
fans. 

“The Southampton 
fans have been bril¬ 
liant. They knew 
what Liverpool 
meant to me and 
they know it has 
always been my 
boyhood club. 
“The devel¬ 
opment I 
have had has 
been unbe¬ 
lievable and 
that is full 
credit to 
the people at 
South-amp- 
ton. 

“I'll never 
forget what 
they have 
done for me 
and I can’t 
thank them 
enough." 

A new chapter awaits for Lambert, 
however, and he intends to make the 

most of his second chance with the 
Merseysiders. 

“I'm going to get fitter. I'm going to do 
everything I can to get onto the next 
level now. Even though I'm 32,1 feel 
like a kid again,” he said. 

“It's not just playing for Liverpool it 
is the fact I’m coming home. 

“I've been away for eight years. 

“All my dreams and wishes have 
come true in the end.”

However, he 
was proved cor¬ 
rect in the end, 
with Spurs having 
a less than 
admirable season, 
which also includ¬ 
ed the sacking of 
their manager. 
Apart from 
Christian Eriksen 
and Paulinho, the rest 
of the new players who 
came in didn’t make any 
impact, with Roberto Soldado 
receiving particularly harsh criti¬ 
cism from the press and rival fans. 

This was a season in which Spurs 
had to go through the Europa 
League once again, which in itself is 
very draining on the players with 
its hectic schedule. 

But it was expected that Spurs 
could kick on and do well in the 
league, and the optimism was high 
when the season started that they 
could very well move into the top 
for once again. 

The signs are there that Liverpool 
are at risk of “doing a Spurs” this 
season. 

First, they sell their best player to 
a Spanish club for a bucket load of 
money. Then to compensate, they 
are buying players to negate the 
impact the player’s loss would have 
on the team. 

Luis Suarez was by far the best 
player in the Premier League last 
season, without any doubt. He won 
the awards to go with his contribu¬ 
tion, and it was unfortunate that 
Liverpool couldn’t win the league in 
the end. 

This, despite the fact he was serv¬ 
ing a ban at the start of the season, 
which just goes to show how much 
more damage he could have done if 
he had played those games too.

Barcelona, it is difficult not to see 
the parallel with Gareth Bale’s 
move to Real Madrid. 

Both are big money moves, 
both were extremely important 
for their teams. In fact, it would¬ 
n’t be a big leap of logic if one 
even said neither team could 
have had such an impact if it 
wasn’t for their respective tal¬ 
ismans. 

Spurs tried to negate the Bale 
factor by signing six players; 
Liverpool have already signed 
four. 

Granted, not all of them are 
in the role that was occupied 
by Suarez but, just like 
Spurs, Brendan Rodgers feels 
he would need to add signifi¬ 
cantly if he were to even main¬ 
tain consistency with respect to 
the previous season. 

While Liverpool fans would want 
to give credit to the entire team for 
being able to give tough competition

Manchester 
City in quest for 
the league title, it 
is undeniable that 
Suarez did a lot of the 
creating and scoring 
part. 

Sure, even 
Daniel 
Sturridge, 
ft Philippe 
M Coutinho and 
R a h e e m 
Sterling had a 
/ crucial role to 
play, but it is 
debatable if 
Lambert or Lallana 
would be able to replace the skill set 
of a Suarez on fire. 

While the signings in themselves 


are excellent, one has 
to go back to Arsene 
Wenger’s quote once 
again and wonder 
how much it will 
affect the team 
dynamics. 

It will take 
■ a fair bit of 
time for all 

recruits to get 

on the same x 

wavelength as the rest of the team. 

One must remember that it has 
taken a fair bit of time for the sign¬ 
ings made back in Kenny Dalglish’s 
brief time to bed in. 

Rumours are going around that 
Liverpool are looking to make a bid 
for Marco Reus as well as a couple 
of other players. 

If they do sign one or two more 
players, it can be seen as a success¬ 
ful summer for Liverpool. 

But it will be a major headache for 
Brendan Rodgers to try and inte¬ 
grate the new players with the sys¬ 
tem and the team. 

Perhaps most importantly, 
Liverpool doesn’t have the luxury 
of weekly breaks this season. 

With Champions League fixtures 
upon them, games will come thick 

and fast. There simply won’t be 
time for proper training sessions 
between games to make players 
understand their roles in the 
team. 

It will be interesting to see 
if Liverpool can avoid the 
^ quagmire that Spurs 
^ found themselves in last 
season. 

If they fail, however, 
expect a certain French 
manager’s smile to 
become slightly smug in 
the knowledge that his 
philosophical words

OCTOBER 23,1963, is a date in 
my football career that I will 
never forget. 

On hearing of the recent death 
of Real Madrid's Alfredo Di 
Stefano, one of football's great¬ 
est talents, my mind instantly 
flew back to that day. 

It was the 75th anniversary of 
the English Football Association 
and, to celebrate, they had 
arranged a match against a world 
XI. 

I had been selected by England, 
who were under the guidance of 
manager Alf Ramsey, to tour 
Europe that previous summer, 
making my debut against 
Czechoslovakia. 

I remained in the squad after 
that, and was picked for the team 
to face the best that the rest of 
the world could offer. 

There was a slight hiccup with 
the organising and rules for the 
game, with FIFA insisting that 
substitutes should be allowed. 

After all, to travel from the far 
corners of the world just to 
sit on the bench did 
not seem right. 
However, the FA 
refused to budge, 
before a com¬ 
promise was 
reached, thank 
goodness, 
whereby the 
England team 
would play without 
substitutes while the 
world XI would have free 
range on them. 

That suited me, as it meant a 
guarantee of a full ninety minutes 
of play. 

It was only when the world 
team was announced that I 
realised the strength and depth 
of their squad. 

My first thought was: 'Will I be 
out of my depth?' 

After all, I was still a second 
division player. 

The world XI was to be led by 
Di Stefano, and he and many 
great players would grace the 
Wembley pitch that day. 

Although nearing the end of his 
great career, he still had that 
touch of magic that separates the 
great from the ordinary. 

To play against a player of his 
quality was a huge bonus for me. 

England won that game 2-1, 
and I was thrilled to open the 
scoring. 

The great Dennis Law equalised 
for the world side, but England 
were not to be denied, with 
Jimmy Greaves scoring the win¬ 
ner. 

Di Stefano will be remembered 
as one of the greatest players of 
any generation and, as Real 
Madrid’s honorary president, will 
be sadly missed by all of the 
world's football fraternity.

MAGICIAN can spring a minor surprise 
and bounce back to his very best with 
victory in the King George VI And Queen 
Elizabeth Stakes at Ascot. 

Despite being the top-rated horse in the field, 
he comes into the race a little under the radar 
as much of the attention is focused upon 
Hardwicke Stakes victor Telescope and Oaks 
winner Taghrooda, both of whom hold excel¬ 
lent claims. 

Magician has not quite hit the expected 
heights so far this term, with Aidan O’Brien 
clearly anticipating plenty from a colt who 
won the Breeders’ Cup Turf at the end of last 
year. 

Nothing went right for him in the Sheema 
Classic at Meydan in March, while he failed to 
really sparkle when narrowly defeating Parish 
Hall in a Curragh Group Three. 

Heads were then down after Noble Mission 
beat him on very testing ground in the 
Tatter sails Gold Cup. 

He put up a perfectly respectable show at 
Royal Ascot, though, finishing just under two 
lengths behind when second to The Fugue in 
the Prince of Wales’s Stakes over what could 
well be a slightly inadequate ten-furlong trip. 

Magician just lacked the necessary extra gear 
when The Fugue challenged but that effort rep¬ 
resented a return to something like his best 
form and a switch back up in trip can see the 
Galileo colt shine once more. 

King Torus just sneaks into the Longines 
International Stakes at the bottom of the hand- 
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icap and he can make good use of his compara¬ 
tive feather weight at long odds. 

The six-year-old was a dual Group Two win¬ 
ner back in his juvenile days but he lost his 
way a bit before departing the Hannon team to 
join Jamie Osborne last year. 

He won a couple of minor events for that han¬ 
dler but has really stepped his game up since 
joining Ruth Carr this year, winning each of 
his three outings for the North Yorkshire 
trainer. 

Narrow wins at Newcastle and Ripon were 
supplemented with success at Doncaster 
recently, and while none of those events were 
as competitive as this, King Torus has certain¬ 
ly been making strides and arrives in top form.

Yorkshire’s Major William Booth, Middlesex’s 
Leonard Moon and Kent’s Kenneth Hutchings 
were the other England cricketers to die during 
the war which saw 289 First Class cricketers

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ENGLAND HOLDS 






ENGLAND and India meet for 
the 53rd time in aTest match at 
Hampshire’s Ageas Bowl 
tomorrow. 

Of the previous 53 Test matches in 
England, India have won just five! 

Here, the Sports Pink features five 
of the most memorable England vic¬ 
tories. 

• Geoff Boycott scored a Test best 
double century when England 
defeated India on his home 
Headingley ground in June 1967. 

The opener compiled an undefeat¬ 
ed 246 off 555 balls in 573 minutes, 
hitting 30 fours and a six, as England 
rattled up 550-4 declared. 

Ken Barrington helped Boycott 
put on 99 for the second wicket 
before he was out for 93 with the 
score on 146. 

After Tom Graveney made 59, 
Basil D’Oliveria (109) helped 
Boycott put on 252 for the fourth 
wicket. 

Boycott’s previous Test best had 
been 117 and his best ever first class 
score was 193. 

In reply. India slipped embarrass¬ 
ingly to 92-7 before eventually 
reaching 164. 

Asked to follow on, the tourists 
found their batting form to make 
510. 

Captain Nawab of Patuadi led by 
example, hitting 148 before he was 
bowled by Ray Illingsworth. 

Illingsworth returned second 
innings figures of 58-26-100-4. 

That left England needing 126 for 
victory, which they achieved for the 
loss of four wickets. 

England won all three Tests of that 
summer’s series. 

• FORMER Hampshire star 
David Gower was just 20 years old 
when he scored a double century in 
England’s innings victory over 
India at Edgbaston in July 1979. 

The left-hander struck 24 fours in 
his 279-ball 200 not out as England 
romped to 633-5 declared in their 
first innings. 

Geoff Boycott scored 155 off 341 
balls, helping his far younger com¬ 
panion to put on 191 for the fourth 
wicket before Boycott was leg before 
to Kapil Dev. 

Gower went on to record the first 
double century of his first class 
career, his previous best being 144. 

Dev was the only Indian bowler to 
take any wickets in the game. 

India failed to put up much of a 
fight in return, being bowled out for

297 in their first innings and asked 
to follow on over 300 runs adrift. 

Ian Botham and Mike Hendrick 
shared nine wickets in the second 
innings as the tourists managed 
253 to lose by an innings and 83 
runs. 

Gower’s double ton set up the 
only positive result in the four-Test 
series. 

• Captain Bob Willis impressed 
with bat and ball as England 
defeated India by seven wickets at 
Lord’s in June 1982. 


IAN BOTHAM 


First off, England recovered from 
37-3 to post 433 all out. 

Derek Randall, batting at No 6, 
struck 126 before Phil Edmonds hit 
64 at No 8. 

There was an entertaining last 
wicket stand of 70 between Paul 
Allott (41no) and No 11 Willis, who 
faced 54 balls en route to his high¬ 
est ever Test score of 28. 

In reply, Ian Botham (5-46) and 
Willis (3-41) blew India away for 
128, with only captain Sunil 
Gavaskar and Kapil Dev reaching 
double figures. 


Following on, Dilip Vengsarkar 
struck 157 before No 8 Dev blasted 
89 off 55 balls with 13 fours and 
three sixes. 

India managed 369 second time 
around, with England making the 
67 they needed for victory for the 
loss of three wickets. 

England won the three-Test 
series 1-0. 

• Graham Gooch produced a 
record breaking performance as 
England defeated India by 247 runs 
at Lord’s in July 1990. 
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India’s 
struggles 
to break 
home rule 
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The England skipper struck a 
magnificent 333, at the time the 
sixth highest individual Test 
innings. 

It remains the third highest 
innings by an Englishman in Test 
cricket. 

It was the only triple century of 
Gooch’s career, beating his previ¬ 
ous Test best of 196 and his previ¬ 
ous first class best of 275. 

With Allan Lamb (139) and 
Hampshire legend Robin Smith 
(100 not out) piling on the agony for 
India, Gooch eventually declared

after he was fourth out with 
England’s score on 653. 

Gooch, 194 not out at the end of 
the first day’s play, had faced 485 
balls in a marathon innings lasting 
628 minutes, hitting 43 fours and 
three sixes. 

Mohammed Azruddhin (121) and 
Ravi Shastri (100) starred for India 
in reply, but they needed a 
remarkable innings from all 
rounder Kapil Dev lower down the 
order to see them pass the follow 
on target. 

Coming in at No 8, Dev blazed 77 


bowlers Angus Fraser and Devon 
Malcolm shared five wickets as 
India were bowled out for 224 in 
their second innings. 

This was England’s sole win in 
their triumphant three-Test series. 

• Current England skipper 
Alistair Cook will fondly remem¬ 
ber the Test success against India 
at Edgbaston in August 2011. 

Cook struck 294 in a huge 772- 
minute stay at the crease, estab¬ 
lishing a new career best score (his 
previous best was 235). 

Facing 545 balls, he struck 33 
fours as England piled up 710-7 
declared. 

It remains England’s third high¬ 
est Test total of all time, and the 
17th highest in Test history. 

Captain Andrew Strauss (87) had 
helped Cook put on 186 for the first 
wicket before Eion Morgan (104) 
helped put on 222 for the fourth 
wicket. 

Tim Bresnan (53no) put on 97 for 
the seventh wicket before Cook 
was finally out six short of a triple 
century. 

India had only managed 224 in 
their first innings with Stuart 
Broad and Bresnan sharing eight 
wickets. 

Jimmy Anderson weighed in 
with four as India were dismissed 
or 244 in their second innings to 
lose by an innings and 242 runs. 

England dominated the entire 
series, winning all four Tests.

Cardiff s second Test, though, 
saw poor ticket sales and 
Glamorgan struggled to pay the 
ECB the £2m they had been 
charged for staging it. 

As a result, Cardiff was stripped 
of hosting a Test against the West 
Indies in 2012. 

The Ageas Bowl and the Swalec 
Stadium are two of the three new 
Test venues in England and Wales 
since the turn of the millennium. 

The other is Durham’s Emirates 


ground in Chester-le-Street. 

That has held five Tests since its 
debut in 2003, with its first Ashes 
Test coming last year. 

Of the three new kids on the 
block, therefore, only Hampshire 
are without an Ashes Test. 

Bransgrove has already said 
Hampshire will bid to host an 
Ashes Test when Australia are 
due to visit in 2019. 

“Once this ground is complete it 
is going to be compelling argu¬ 
ment and it might be a little 
embarrassing to ignore it,” he 
added back in 2011. 

Bidding to stage an Ashes Test is 
not cheap. 

Yorkshire chairman and chief 
executive, Colin Graves said his 
county did not bid to host one in 
either 2013 or 2015 because, at a 
cost of £lm-£2m, “it would repre¬ 
sent too great a financial risk”. 

Bransgrove obviously believes it 
would be money well spent to 


attract the most high profile 
sporting event in English cricket 
to Hampshire. 

Perhaps geography is against 
him, though. 

The two London venues, Lord’s 
and The Oval, are traditionally 
handed an Ashes Test every time 
Australia visit. 

England fans across the country 
continue to question why the cap¬ 
ital is allowed to host so many 
Tests. 

Would it be fair to stage a five- 
Test Ashes series with two of 
those Tests in London and anoth¬ 
er less than 100 miles down the 
road on the edge of Southampton? 

Probably not. 

After all, what would the cricket 
loving people of Newcastle, Leeds, 
Manchester, Nottingham and 
Birmingham make of that? 

Though the Ageas Bowl can 
stake an impressive claim for Test 
matches, it is not alone. 


The counties with ‘traditional’ 
Test grounds have spent the last 
few years splashing out millions 
to improve their own facilities. 

No one wants to get left behind, 
do they? 

Edgbaston saw a new £32m 
pavilion end redevelopment in 
2011, Surrey and 

Nottinghamshire have spent tens 
of millions on revamping The 
Oval and Trent Bridge respective¬ 
ly, while Old Trafford has also 
been modernised in recent years. 

And only last month Yorkshire 
announced the ‘Headingley 
Masterplan’, a phased redevelop¬ 
ment costing about £50m to take 
place over the space of 20 years. 

That is what Hampshire are 
coming up against. 

Rod Bransgrove can present a 
compelling case to the ECB to 
stage an Ashes Test. 

But he is by no means alone in 
that.

Porter gets 
Test call-up 

BASHLEY (Rydal) opener Michael 
Porter has been handed the opportuni¬ 
ty to achieve a lifetime ambition - field¬ 
ing for England in a Test match. 

The 19-year-old is one of four players 
to have been chosen to fulfil 12th-man 
duties when England and India resume 
battle in the third Test at Hampshire’s 
Ageas Bowl, starting tomorrow, writes 
NEIL PERRETT. 

Porter, pictured below, received the 
call just minutes after he had made 96 
in the first innings of Dorset’s Minor 
Counties Championship clash against 
Oxfordshire on Monday. 

“It wasn’t what I had been expecting 
after just getting out!” said Porter. “It 
was a shock and a lovely surprise. 

“I took a call from Giles White, direc¬ 
tor of cricket at Hampshire, and he 
asked if I would be interested in being 
12th man for the Test. I jumped at the 
chance. 

“It is every player’s dream to be 
involved with their country and 
although I am obviously not in the 
select 11, it is the next best thing to 
possibly have the chance to field with 
them. It will be nice to meet the players 
and to be in the same changing room 
as them.” 



Porter, who starts at Southampton 
Solent University in September after 
completing a BTEC in sports perfor¬ 
mance at Brockenhurst College, spent 
two years on the Academy staff at 
Hampshire after progressing through 
the ranks at Dorset League Poole 
Town where he now coaches. 

The Poole Grammar School old boy 
skippered Hampshire under-17s to the 
ECB County Championship final in 
2012 and still harbours hope of carving 
out a career in the game. He was 12th 
man in Hampshire’s T20 Blast win over 
Glamorgan at Cardiff last month. 

Porter said: “Although I didn’t field 
against Glamorgan, Giles White must 
have been pleased with what I did 
because he has asked me to do a Test 
match. 

“As 12th man, your role is to help 
look after the players. You need to 
make sure the bowlers can have a 
drink when they are fielding at fine leg 
and get new gloves out to batsmen if 
they need them. If there is an injury or 
a bowler needs a rest or treatment, you 
need to be ready to field. 

“It was a bit of a setback not being 
kept on after my time at the academy 
but this has given me a lot of confi¬ 
dence because it shows Hampshire are 
still interested and rate me as a player. 

I am still hoping I can get a few second 
team games in for them. 

“If I don’t make it as a cricketer, my 
goal is to be a PE teacher. But I am 
still only 19 and still have a couple of 
years to give it my best shot.”
